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DETAILED ACTION 

Prelim. Amdt/ Amendment 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of the Amendment filed 15 November 2002. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 9-16 and 38-64 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Koenck et al (US 5,410,141). 

Re claims 9-16 and 38-64, Koenck et al discloses an optical reader system comprising a 
portable optical reader 10 (fig. 1); and a nonintegrated processor 74 (figs. 9-10); the portable 
optical reader 310 having a CCD (fig. 19), which serves as an imaging assembly, a reader 
processor 212 (figs. 9-10) in communication with the imaging assembly/CCD, and a reader 
memory (e.g., RAM 75) (fig. 3) in communication with the reader processor 212 (figs. 9-10; col. 
10, line 62 through col. 11, line 7), the optical reader 10 being adapted to receive a component 
control instruction from the nonintegrated processor 74 (fig. 3; col. 9, lines 1-21); the 
nonintegrated processor 74 adapted to transmit a component control instruction in response to a 
user input command to control the optical reader 10 (col. 14, lines 1-18); the optical reader 10 
being programmed so that the reader processor 212 executes the component control instruction

substantially on receipt of the component control instruction from the nonintegrated processor 74 
(fig. 3; col. 9, lines 1-21); wherein the component control instruction is a remote trigger 390 
activation instruction (fig. 14; col. 16, lines 42+); wherein the imaging assembly includes an 
illumination source 440 (fig. 19; col. 17, lines 23-47); wherein the optical reader includes an 
acoustic output device (col. 25; lines 12+), a display 13 (fig. 1); wherein the nonintegrated 
processor 74 is a host processor (figs. 3 & 9-10; col. 8, line 67 through col. 9, line 20), is a local 
host processor adapted so that data is input thereto via a graphical user interface (fig. 30; col. 27, 
lines 4-8); wherein the nonintegrated processor 74 and the portable optical reader 10 are in 
communication via a wireless communication link (col. 3, lines 4-1 1), an RF communication link 
via an RF module 312 (fig. 12); wherein the reader 10/310 is a gun style housing (fig. 11) having 
a trigger 390 (fig. 18), an illumination source 440 (fig. 19; col. 17, lines 23-47), an acoustic 
output device (col. 25; lines 12+), a display 13 (fig. 11), a 2D imaging assembly which is a CCD 
(figs. 10 & 19; col. 17, lines 23-33 and col. 19, lines 31+), a keyboard 14 and a display 13 (fig. 
1 1); wherein the component control instruction is one which when executed by the reader causes 
a predetermined indicia to be displayed on the display 13 (col. 28, lines 8+); wherein the 
component control instruction when executed by the reader results in flashing/a series of 
beeps/various tone patterns (col. 24, line 64 through col. 25, line 18). 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 9-16 and 38-64 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

A new ground of rejection was made based on a newly cited reference to Koenck et al. 
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Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicants 
disclosure. 

The patents to Worthington et al (US 5,510,606); Jelen (US 5,406,063); Roustaei et al 
(US 5,756,981) are cited as of interest and illustrate a similar structure to an apparatus and 
system of an optical reader system comprising local host processor and optical reader.
